eAnd therefore I prefent the ingenious Reader

peration; neither can ic receive life from any 
thing elfe. Wherefore it hath a condition anc 
power, as all fires that lie hid in fecret things, 
have,of vivificarion,no otherwife then the Sur is 
appointed of God,which heateth all the things-of 
the world,both fecrer,apparent & manifeltsas the 
Spheres of Mars Saturn y enus, Jupitery Mercury, 
and Lanawhich can give no other light but what 
they borrow from the Sun, for they are dead of 
chemfelves. Nevertheless,when they are kindled, 
as above is fpoken, they worke and operate ac- 
cording to thelrsproperties, But che Sunhimfelf 

@yeceiveth 'his light from no other bir from God 
himfelf, who ruleth him by himfelf, fo chat he 
burneth and fhinech in him, Ic is no otherwife: 
an thisart. The fire in che furnace is compared 
to theSun, which heateth the furnace and the 
veflels,as the San inthe great world ; for even 
as nothing can be .brought.forch in the world 
without the Sun, fo likewife in this Arc nothing 
can be produced without this Simple fire; no 
operation can be made without it: it is the 
ereatelt fecret of this Arc ; comprehending all 
«things which-are comprehended therein, neither 
‘can it be comprehended in any elfe; for it a- 
‘bideth by irfelfs:it lackech nothing; bune other 
things which want thar; «do injoy it , and have 
life fromic.; wherefore we have in the firlt place 
undertooke ro ‘declare ir.

in Metals, of which there is none which hath 
another like it felf: the Sz«produceth his golds 
the (Moon produceth..another Metal far diffee. 
rent,to wit, filvers Mars another, that is co fay, 
Iron; Jupiter produceth another kind of Metal, 
to wit, Tin., Venus anorher,which is Coppersand 
Saturn another kind, that istofay,Lead: fochar 
they are all unlike, and feveral one: from:ano= 
ther : che fame appeareth to beas well amongft 
men asall other creatures, the caufe whereof is 
the multiplicity of fire. As by fome heat is 
produceda mean generation by the corruption 
thereof ; the wafhing of the Sea another, Afhes 
another, Sand another, Flame of fire another, 
and another of Coales, &c. This variety of 
creatures is not made of the firft fimple fire, but 
ofthe regiment of elements, which’is various 5 
not fromthe Sun, but ftom the courfe of the 
feven Planets, And this is che realon that the 
B4 - world 
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orld conraineth nothing of fimilicude in ics 
individuals : for as the heat is altered and chang- 
ed every hour and minute;{o alfo all other things 
are varyed :for the tran{muration of the fire is 
made in the elements, in which bodies it is im- 
printed by this fire, Where there is no great 
mixture of the elements, the Sun bringeth forth ; 
where it is a little more thicke, the Moon; 
where more grofs, Venns : and thus according to 
the diverfiry of mixtures,are produced divers 
Metals; fo thacno Meral appeareth in the fame 
mine like another, Ic is therefore to be known, - 
chat this variety of Metals is made of the mixture 
of che Elements, becaufe that their {pirits are ale- 
fo found divers and without fimilitude ; which if 
they were brought forth from the fimplefire,they 
would be folike , chat one could not be known 
from another: bur the manifold variety of forms 
intercéding , hath introduced the fame among 
the creaturés, From this it may eafily:be gather- 
ed, why fo many and fo various forms of Métals 
are found, and:wherefore there is none like un- 
to another.

celleth all other fpirics and rin&tures of Metals: 
for it remaineth conttantly fixed in the fire 4 out 
of which ic flyeth not ; neither is it confumed 
thereby, much lefs burnt , but rather appeareth 
more cleere, faire and pure by it; alfo no heat 
nor coldcan hurt it, nor no other accident, as 
in the other fpirics or cinStures of Metals: and 
for this caule, the body which it once putteth 
on, ic defendeth from all accidents and -difeafes, 
chat icmay be able to fuftain the fire without de- 
triment, This body hath nor this power and 
virtue in it felf, butfrom the fpiric of the Sun 
which is included therein : for we know that the 
Sun is the body of Mercary, and that this body 
cannot fuftain nor fuffer this fire, bur flyeth from 
it ; when asic doth not fly from rhe fire when it 
is in che Sun, but remainerh conftant and fixed 
therein, This affordeth unto us a moft certain 
Judgement , that it receiveth fuch a conftancy 
from his {pirit or rin ture: wherefore if chat fpirit 
can be in this CWercury, every ome may judge 
that ‘ic may worke the famein the bodies of 
men, when ic is received of them ; as we 
have fufficiently fpoken in our Magea Chirur- 
gia, Of the tinéture of the Sav, thar it will nor 
onely reftore and preferve them thar ule it, from 
infirmities , but alfo preferve chem co found and 
long life, In like manner,the ftrength & virtues of 
vail other Merais are to be known from true ex- 
| perience, not from the wifdom of men and of the 
world,which is foolifhnefs wichGod & his truth; 
‘andal thofe who do build upon thar wildom, 
wand repofe their hope thereupon are miferably

Aving now {poken of the tinå&ure of theS#a, 
H it remaineth chat we come now to fpeak of 
the tinéture ofthe Coon, and of the white tine <

but lefs perfect then the fpiric of the Sus, Ne- 
-verthelels icexcellech rhe cin@ures of all: other 
Metals following,both in purity & fubrileyswhich 
is very. Well knowntoall chat crear of the Moony. 
and alfo to Rulticks: for ic fuffereth not ruft, nei- 
their is it confumed by the fire ; as all other 
Metals,’ as Saturn, which fly from the fire ; but 
this doth not: from whence ic may be gathered, 
that this rincture is far more excellent then the 
other following, for it prefervech irs body chat 
it aflumech conftantly inthe fire, wichousany 
accident or detriment : and from hence itis fuf- 
- ficiently manifeft, if this in his own corruptible 
body by himfelf maketh Mercury, what will it 
be able to effet, being extra&ed from it felf into 
another body ? will nor thar alfo fave and defénd 
from infirmities and accidents after the fame 
manner? Yes furely, if ic make this Mercury in 
its own body,it will dothe fame inthe bodies of 
men: neither doth it onely preferve health, 
bur caufeth long life,and cureth difeafes and in- 
firmities , even in thofe who fubfilt beyond 

the 
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the ordinary courfe of nature : for the more 
high, fubtile and perfec& the medicine is, fo much 
the better and more perfectly it cureth ; where- 
fore they are Ignorant Phyfitians, who pra@tice 
their Artonely upon vegetables, as herbs and 
fuchelike things, which are eafily corrupted: and 
by thefe, they endeaour ro effe& & bring to pafs 
fuch workes as are firme and {table ; bur in vain, 
whenas they occupy the Aire, But wherefore 
fhould we {peake much concerning thefe ? They 
never learned any betterthings in their Univer- 
fities : therefore if they have been compelled fo 
to learn and {tudy from their beginning, they 
think it a grear difgrace to them to do otherwile 
for the future: whereby it comes to pafs, that 
they ftill continuein their oldIenorance, ~

W E have even now made mentionof a white 
fpirit, or candid tinure : now we come to 
fpeake of a Red {pirit, which is derived out of a 
Grof; Elementary mixture of the fuperiours 5 to 
which alio it 1s joyned,& is of a more perfe& fub- 
ftance, then the {pirits and tinctures of the other 
fubfequent Merals , becaufe it endureth the fire 
longer thenthe orher, and is not fo fnon melted 
or diffolved as the. other fpirits which follow. — 
Alfo che ayre, and the humidity of the fire, are 
not 
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not fo nocent unto it, as unto Marss by reafon 
whereof,ic doth the longer endure the fire, This 
power and property hath Venus, that is his body, 
from the fpirit that is infufed into it. Now the 
fame effect that it worketh in its own body, that 
isin Vensgche fame effets it alfo produeth in the 
bodies of men, fo far forth as nature hath granted 
unto it; for it preferveth wounds in fuch manner, 
fo chat no accident can invade chem, northe Air 
or water hurt them; and expelleth all fuch 
difeafes as are under the degree thereof, This 
fpiric alfo breaketh the bodies of Metals, fo thag 
they will endure che hammer; and alfo in thé 
bodies of men, when it is taken of chem with 
whom it agreeth not, it effeéteth things not Cons 
venient. Wherefore it is very neceflary, that the 
Phyfitian that defires to make ule of thefe {pirits, 
be very expert in the knowledge of Metals, 
Therefore it is far better to ule the more perfe& 
fpirics, which may be taken without any fuch 
feare of danger: neverthelels, feeing the fpirits 
of the Suz and (Moon are dear and precious, fo 
that every one is not able to accomplifh them,to 
perform cures with , therefore every one mu 
take according to his ability, what he is able 
to attain unto: alfo every one is not fo wealthy, 
that he canbe able to prepare cheie medicines ; 
therefore he is forced to rake fuch as he can have, 
Every one may from hence eafily gather,thae the 
Merallike medicines do far exceed vegetables 
and Animals in ftrength and power of curing and 
healing, And thus-much of the fpiric of Venus,

ee we may now come to {peake of the Spi- 
tic of Mars, thacis of amore Grofs and 
combultible mixture of Elements, then the ogher 
fpirits going before ; bur the Spirit of Mars is en- 
dued with a grearer hardnefs thenthe other Me- 
tals; fo chat it doth not fo eafily mele and difolve 
in the fire , as che other following. But n ‘1 ffers 
much hurt both by rhe water andthe Aire, fo 
char it is confumed by chem,and is burnt with the 
fire, as experience makes eppeare: Wherefore 
the Spiric thereof is more imperfe& shen any of 
the fuperiour fpiricssbuc in hardme!s and drynefs 
it exceedeth all other Metals, both fuperiour and 
inferiour : for icdoth not onely retain a perfec 
fubftance, and refift che hammer, as the Sus and 
Moon, but alfo as thofe which are within it felf, 
as Jupiter and Satura, and che like, Whereas 
therefore it thus worketh in Metals, ic fhewech 
char it hath che fame efect in the bodies of men, 
chat isit produceth reluctancy;efpecially where it 
is taken for a difeafe nor convenient, it grievoul- 
ly affli&ech the members with pain, Neverthe- 
lefs, when it is taken and applyed for wounds, 
fuch as do not exceed its own degree,it cleanferh 
and mundifiech them, &c. Wherefore this {piric 
is not much lefs in power and virtue then one of 
ithe {uperiours, in thofe things for which it was 
by God and Nature ordained, Chap, 
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Cuar., vI Í; 
Ofthe Spirit of W. — 


g $E the f{piric of Jupiter, we are to know, that 
it is derived of a white and pale fubftance of 
fire; but ic is of a frangible and brittle nature,nor 
enduring the hammer,fo as Mars:wherefore it is 
a brittle Metal : an example thereof appears, if 
it be mixed with che CMoox, it can hardly ‘be | 
wrought to its firt malleation, without great las. 
bour : the fame effec it hachi in all other Metals, | 
except in Satarn onely. And the fame operation | 
which it hath in the bodies of metals, ir alfo | 
produceth the fame effects in humane bodies; but’ 
burneth &corrodeth the members,hindring them | 
from their own perfe& operations, thereby difa- | 
bling them form performing the workwhich na- | 
ture requires,& neceffitaces trhem unto.Neverthe- | 
Jefs,this {piric hath in ic this virture, that it tak- | 
eth away the ulcers of cancers, fiftula’s and fuch |

Rings, Gc. and many other things of the like- 
kinde,which the Ceremonious Nigromancers do 
wie againtt the Phantattick Spirits, as if they 
could not be compelled and bound by any other 
means ; whereas Faith ts the chief and principal 
Foundation againitthem, © 
_ As often as the Ceremonial Nigromancers fay, 
chat this is confecrated and bleffed,or rhat many 
M.fies are celebrated thereupon. Wherefore 
ghey all fay,thac they are cf power againft rhe de- 
vil and the malignant Spirits, who are terrified 
with fear and dread thereof, and fiie there-from, 
ere, arid dare not come neer Ir, 
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of the fpectarors, deceiving them of their Money; 
but incruth is not to be efteemed worth a half- 
penny, icarce aftraw orrvfh: wherefore are nor 
to be induced or made ule of herein ; as Fudeus 
Solomon in his book hath written, which the Ni- 
gromancers call, The Key of Solemon, For God 
would nor have them to be ufed ; dur hath given 
another thing inftead thereof, towit, Faith; 
which perfeétly confecraceth all things, Never- 
thelefs , Iwould not have all Coniecrations to 
be rejected , but onely chofe Ceremonies, which 
are affumed to be uted againft the phancaftick 
and malignant Spirits. But I do not defire, that 
any thing fhould be derogared from thofe Ma- 
gical Ceremonies and Operations, which are 
“made for Phyfical ules : neither, efpecially the 
Confecrations in Matrimony, and in the Sacra- 
ments of Baptifm,and the Lord ‘s Supper, which 
are robe kept and obferved by us in the higheft 
efteem and reverence alwayes, uncothe latt day. 
For ar that time we are all perfe&tly confecrated, | 
and fan@tified, and clarified with a heavenly 
body,

Of Corjurations, 


Efore we come co treat of Conjurations, 
whence they proceed , and whar is the 
foundation of them; Itis firt neceflary to de- 
clare, who invented them, who ufed them, and 
what harh been brought co pafs by them; and 
how more and more they came to be abuiled, 
Know therefore, that they had their original 
Spring and fountain from’ Babylon ; and there 
did mightily increafe-and flourihh : afterwards it 
came into Ægypt, and from thenceto the Ifrae- 
lites ; and lattof all, co us Chriftians, Amoneft 
the Nigromancers i: is véry familiar, and held in 
great elteeme, fo chat in their rude and igno- 
rant underftandings, they all attribute more ef- 
ficacy, power and vegime thereunto, then unto 
prayer and faich, This foundation, which is 
drawne onely from their opinions, is to be con- 
demned, fo that no man almoft ought to remain 
therein ; but they all Juftly deferve to be punifh- 
ed by the Magiltrace who perfift therein, Al- 
though Conjurations may be able ro effe& fome 
things in chemfelves, neverthelefs they are not 
to be ufurped by any Magician or wife man, be- 
caufe they are contrary even tò God himfelf, 
and to his word and commandments, and alfo 
to the light of nature: For nothing of truth co 
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be forced or drawn from the Spirits thereby 2 
although they are fomerimes forced to appeare 
in their greateft and Magnificent pompe, and 
with terrible pride and hanghtinels, neverthelefs 
they are not bound or overcome by this Conjure 
ration ; for that can onely be done by faith a- 
lone. 
I fay, thofe kinde of Nigromancers who des 
fire to perform and effect all things by their 
Conjurations, fo as to compel, binde, afflia and 
Torment che Spirits , forcingto do what they 
will have them, ave moft like and fitly to be 
comparedto thieves and Robbers, that lurk in 
woods and p'acesto Rob and murder 3 who can 
kill and feale fo long, and. fo far forth as God 
Shall permit them, but no longer: But when the 
time and hour comes, that their villanies and - 
wickednefs fhall be made manifeft ; then not one 
of the moft fubtil and craftyeft of them can ef- 
cape : whereby it comes to pafs that one for 
Robbery receives his death, another is acculed, 
and ac lalt comes under the power of the hange 
man, who renders him'a reward according to 
the defert of his workes : No otherwile are we 
ro judge of fuch thieves who breake hou‘es and 
Real fo lony,till ar laf they perith at the gallows, 
So likewife doth the Nigromancer call and invo-~ 
cate Spirits,corjure and affi@ them with punifh- 
ments and Martyrdomes, fo long ashe fhall be 
permitted by the Lord Godsbut nor without the 
curfe of God:and when the time and hour of his 
punifhment is come, then asthe Proverbe is, he 
receiveth his fruits: he erredin his Conjurarions, 
i i nor 
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not drawing his Circle ashe ought, out of the’ 
will and power of the Spirits, which chey often | 
fayunco him: To wit, thou haft erred in Con- 
juring, cr thou halt not rightly drawn the Circle, 
thou haft not Chaftiied and prepared thy felf e= 
nough ; or that thy Seale and Pentacles are falfe ¢ | 
wherefore thou receivelt this punifhment : fo thy | 
debrs are paid thee in ready money , a long time | 
referved for thee ; and which long fince thou} 
oucghteltto have had: fo he defervedly receive | 
eth his reward from the Spirits, who leave fome | 
notable eminent marke remaining upon him 5} 
or mayme him in fome limbe or member,if not | 
quire breake his necke : and by this he becomes | 
his own executioner. | 
Therefore let thefe Ceremonious Nigroman-} 
cers take heed and looke what they do; let chem | 
fer this chapter asa looking-Glafs before chem, | 
left by their own frivolous and wicked ope- 
ration they themfelves become the fervants of} 
the Spirits, and fuffer them to rule over them, | 
and be their own executioners: Which being | 
done, the Spirits will not fuffer chemfelves any 
longer to be forced or compelled by thele fer- 
vants; neither will they do what they will, buc 
now the fervants fhall be forcedto yeeld obedi-| 
ence to the Spirits, who are become their Lords. 
The hang-man alfo doth the like, he hearkneth| 
notto him that is to be fcourged neither will he 
fhew any mercy or favor at the prayer of him | 
that is condemned ; but he execureth the com- 
aand of his Mafter,and what appertains unto his| 
ofice, x | 
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Even fo alfo the Malignant Spirits are the 
hang-men and executioners of God, who can 
execute nothing without the commiffion of their 
Maviltrate, that is, of the divine Majefty, 

I fay therefore that all Conjurations are againtt 
God, andare contrary tohis word, the di ine 
law, and the light of nature 3 which are prohibi- 
tedtobe ukd not onely to Spirits alone, bue 
allo fuch as are directed to herbs, ftones and 
fuch-like, and efpecially thofe which are made 
againit men; it becometh nor us to act like rhe 
Heathens,who when they were not able to ule 
men after their own wills, and could not force 
and compel them , they did Corjure them (as 
by many examples itis found in the Scriptures ) 
fo that they were forced and compelledto ex- 
ecite and act fuch things as were contrary to” 
their willsand nature. Woe therefore to fuch 
wicked Knaves, andto all them whofoever imi- 
race chem: how great wickednefs dothey com- 
mit? And what grievous Plagues will come to 
them at the laft, and what fearful and horrible 
accufations thal! they heare the Devil make a- 
‘gainft chem before the wrath of God? If after- 
wards it were lawful for them to fignifieto fuck 
kinde of men, their mifety which ‘they endure, 
they who do fuch thingsmany thousands of them 
would be brought ro repentance, -

Of Char atters, 


Wwe are not to give credit alio, neither to Chae 

racters nor Words ; forthe Poets and Ne- 
sromancers do alfo much exercife themfelves in 
them, and do fill their Conjuring-Books full of 
them, which they raife out of their own imagi- 
nations, meerly and rafhly, without any Founda- 
tionjand dofeign them againft all Truth ; whenas | 
- many thowlands of them are not worth a nutefhell. 
Buc in the mean time I will be filent in their Cha- 
raters, which they draw in Paper & Parchment, 
whi-h are ufelefsly blotted with fuch trifles, It 
was a cultome amongft thole kinde of men, 
which among(t {ome is hardly left to this day , 
That by impofing thefe Characters upon thefe 
men,they drew them to admiration of themfelves 
with thele Characters,and {peaking fuch words as 
are wonderful to me, and which were never 
heardof; yetthey fay, they are found out and 
deviled by them‘elves, Wherefore it is chiefly 
neceflary to have perfe& knowledge, to difcern 
chele Lerter: Words and Charaéters. 

There are many fuch-kinde of words found 
among{t chem, which have no affinity at all with 
the Idioms cf che Latine, Greek, cr Hebrew 
Tongues, neither wich any other ; which cannot 
potlibly be interpreted by any man, nor rendred 
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into any other Tongue, Therefore I {peak nor 
without canfe,and fay, That we are not to credit 
all Letters, Characters or Words, but to keep to 
chofe onely which are true, and have been 
often proved , and taken out of the Foundation 
of Truth. 

That we may come cothefe, and declare what 
Words or Characters are juft and true; we fhall 
onely in the firt place deret and unfold 
two : although there may be found many other, 
yet nevetthelefs, chefe are moft efpecially and 
principally to be accounted and efteemed of, be- 
fore all other Characters, Penracle:, and Seals: 
note the delineation of them, which is thus:

By thefe two Characters fome of the Zfraeltes | 
and Nisromancers of Judea, obtained many į 
things ; and they are now efteemed of great price} 
-amonoft very many, and held as great fecrers’s | 
for they are of fo creat virtue and power, that} 
whatioever is poflible ro be done by Charafers 
and Words, the fame may beeffe&ed by them | 
crore ofthem. I wouldgladly know, where 
and in.what piace in all che Books of the Nigro- | 
muncers may be found any ether, wherein there | 
is made the like againft the malignant Spirits, | 
Devils, & Inchantments of che Magitians, by all | 
the deceits and devices of theSorcerers,For they } 
do deliver him char is already inchanted either f 
in his minde or underitanding, fo that he is forced | 
or compelled to a& any thingacainit his own f 
natural will or nature; or if he fuffer any lofs-or # 
hurt in his body, by the adminittration of thete; 
made in rheir jut and due time and hour; and | 
being taken in his mouth witha Wafer, Pan- 
cake,or fuch-like thing, in four and twenty hours 
he fhall be free from the Inchanement, © >: 4 
There are alfo many ether thing > which are 
helpful in fuch cafes; asthole which thall beby t 
me laid down hereafter, when | cometo fpeak of 
Tempe(ts, and the Sealons. aT 
Briefly, thefe Characters are.of ‘fo-great force 
and power, that if the Nisromancers ‘did “but 
know and believe their. power-and and vartue; | 
they would forthwith reje& and cait away all | 
other things, even ail their erher Charafers, | 
| Words, 
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Words, Names, Signs, Figures, Penracles, cone 
fecrated Seals of Solomon, Crowns, Scepters, 
Rings, Girdles, and fuch-like Ceremonies whar- 
foever, and wherein hitherto they have repofed 
any hope, thinking by chemo fecure themfelyes 
from their dangerous experiments and operati- 
ons, when they would invoke, conjure, or rhink 
to compel and force the Spirits, Truely thofe 
which we have fpoken of , are the crue Pentacles 
to be had and ufed againft all unclean Spirits, 
which they doall fear , even they which wander 
in the Elements, Neverthelels , Faith doth 
ftrenethen and confirm all rhefe things, 

But fome may carpingly obje&, although unde- 
fervingly, and fay, Thar I break the third Com- 
mardment of God, of the firt Table of Mho- 
fesy wherein it is forbidden of the Lord God, for 
any one to rake hisnamein vain. But who a- 
monet any wife men, can be able te fay, That I 
have done this; or,that I have herein offended 
God ? whenas I ule not this for that purpofe,nor 
after the fame manner, as the Nigromancers and 
| Inchanters ; but onely for the excream neceffity 
and help of men, and in thofe difesfes and infir- 
mities wherein no Medicines, no Asru potabile, 
nor quinteflence of Gold, neither Antir-en: nor 
j no fuch fecretcanhelpthem y althou.h they are 
of very great virme and efficacy, 
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“Te becometha Phyfirian to know the origi- 
nal caufe of all difeafes, that he may know which 
proceeds from evil meat or drink, as from Ap- 
d plessHerbs, and other fruits of rhe Eart h sand ir 
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is expedient for him co know the fecrets of Herb 
and Roots, ec, whereby the difeafe may be 
cured, Bur if ithappen under the caufe of Mi- 
nerals, fuch difeafes are to be expelled by the 
fecrers of thole Metals ; which the fecrets of 
Herbs and Roots do nor admit of; and have nor’ 
power to do. | | 
- Inlikemanner , if difeafes do proceed from| 
the influences of Heaven, neither of the fecrets} 
aforefaid, areable to profit any thing inthe cure| 
thereof, bur it muf be expelled by Aftronomy | 
and the heavenly influences, as itis written of} 
Parfica’ias bl | 

Laily, if any difeafe or grief happen or be ine} 
flied upon any man in a fupernacural mannerg) 
by Inchantmentc or fome Magical Sorceries, none | 
of thofe chree remedies aforefpoken of, will} 
help them ; but there muft be a Magical remedy | 
whereby it may be expelled, as we have before | 
delivered. . -S 

Many men who have in this kinde been made | 
miferable through inchantments,have alfo hithere | 
to been forfaken and cat off by che Ignorant | 
Phyfitians ; becaufe thefe things hitherto were || 
hidden unto them: And if they chance to be 
toldchem of others, they will aniwer, thar if 
they fhould ue them, they fhould a& againtt | 
God, andtake his name in vain; and chat rhis | 
which I have done hath no truth in ic, Bur if] 
I fHould ufethefe things to the hurt or prejudice 
of.man, I fhould Blafpheme againit God; or if | 
I fhould Conjure any Spirits, man y herbe, roore | 
or fone; &c. by his name, it might chen juftly | 
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be faid that I did rake his name in vain, and ofa 
fend God; but nor before, Let the Divines chem- 
felves alfo,and the Sophitters fpeake what they lift 
ro thee things,the thing which I {peake will not 
be found contrary to the truth, although herein 
their opinions may.be very contrary unto me : 
they will call me Inchanter, Nigromancer, and 
a contemner of the Commandments of God, 
which Caiumnies and reproches I do portar all 
care for: for ic will be moft certainly made ma-

- plicicy of bufinefs and dealings that men are im- 
ployedand converfantin; as gamefters, of the 
dice arid chards, of great gain or lois; Souldiers 
-do dreame of warlike affaires, as of their gunnes, 
pieces of Ordnance, Powder, Armes, and all 
manner of weapons and inftruments of war ; of 
victory or overthrowes : the Sons of Bacchus, 
and great drinkers,of good wine and great cups, 
which they feeme to {wallow ; and of fuch other 
things filling the belly : Pyrares dream of 
their fpoyles and preyes, and what gain they 
have met. with: Robbers, of Manflanghters ; 
theeves, of theft; and fornicarors, of their 
whores, All thefe phantafies and vifions the 
Spirit of the night produceth and bringe:b unto | 
them, whereby he playeth with chem in the’ 
night, and deludeth and rempreth them: Such 
things are kindled in the blood, ( aas ) the un- 
derliandine,and begerteth fuch a fire, which can- 
not eafily be exzingrifhed, which for the moft 
paitmay be feer in che venerecus family, ` 

Many wonderful Arts and Sciences alfo have 
feemed to be made appeare ro Artifts in’ their 


dreams ; the realon whereof hath. been, res: 
chey 
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they have always had an ardent affe&tion to thofe 
Arts: fo powerful an imagination thereof, hath 
for the moft part followed the fame , that they 
have fuppofed in their dreames , chat fome Phi- 
lofopher hath taught chem chefe Arts :chis often- 
times happenech,bur the greateft pare perifhech 
in oblivion : fome ring early in the morning,fay, 
This night a wonderful dreame appeared to me, 
even as that Mercury, or this orthac Pailofe- 
pher corporally appeared unto me ina dreame; 
who taught mechis or that Art; bur ic is fallen 
out of my memory, fothat I cannot remember 
any more thereof. To whom any fuch thing hath 
happened, he ought norrogoferth out of his 
. chamber, nor {peak with any man,but to remain 
alone and fa{tyunrill hecall co remembrance thar 
which he had forgotten, And thus much is fuf- 
ficient to be fpoken concerning natural dreams, 
and vifions appearing in the night in dreames of 
what belongech theteunto: Bur for the conclu- 
fion of fuch kinde of vifions , one thing is 
yet co be declared;tharamoneit all thofe dreams 
that do rejoyce our Spirics, grieve us, or caule 
forrow, commonly that which is the contrary 
cometh to pafs: wherefore fuch like kinde of vift- 
ons are not alwayes to becredited, 

Bur the other dre:mes which are f{upernatu- 
ral, are moft certain Ambafladors, and true Le- 
gats & meflengers fent unto us from Ged.which 
are nothing elfe bút Angels and Good Spirits ,_ 
whofometimes do appeare to usin our greatelt

God knew the falfe heart of Herod , ftom which | 
he fpoke, wherefore he would nor {offer his will. 
to be performed, The like dreame happened 
to Jofeph and Facob, whenhe would go into 

oypt: the fame in like manner happened to Ae | 
manias , Cornelins, and many others ; all whofe 
dreams are jupernacural:fuch dreams dofomtimes 
alfo happen to men in our times,but they are no- 
thing eiteemed,yet neverthelefs ‘they are not fal- 
lacious: We are likewile to know that thele kinde _ 
of viGons may be obtained by us by prayer from _ 
our Lord God, in our greateft neceflities, fo that 
our prayers be made with afincere heare 4 and | 
with a true and andoubred faith, chen he will at 
length fendhis Angel unto usywho will appeare 
unto us, and ipiritually admonifh, teach, and 
promi eus. 

Balsam was moft expett inthefe kinde of vis 
fions: for every night, as often as he would, he 
could obtain avinon of this kinde: yet the Scrip- | 
ture hach given him an obfcúre name,to wit, an» 
Inchantet: i it is not expedient to make any dif- 
n nce, for the Scriptüre obferveth no differ- 

nce herein, but càlleth all chem Inchanters who 
vc experienc e and knowledge in the vertues of 
natural rhings; neverthelefs, great- difcretion 
isto be ufed in thele things’; God would have 

üs 
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us to walke in fimplicicy, as the Apoftles did, 
and not co fearch too deeply into fuch high , ab- 
ftrufe, and fecret things above nature; char-we_ 
fall not into the abuie thereof, and therewith’ 
hurt our neighbour : and fo come into condem- 
nation both of body and foule. They are not. 
therefore all Inchanters which the Scripture call- 
eth fo: for then ir would follow chat thofe three- 
wife men of the Ea/f,{hould be Arch-Inchanters y 
when as inall Arcs , efpeciallyin fuch as were 
fupernatural , they excelled all others before 
their time: therefore that che Scriptures do not 
call them Inchanters, but wife men ; what elfe 
can be gathered from them, but chat they did in 
no wile abule their Arts.and occult wildome? 
For Magicke.isfiach an Art and fcience which 
demonttraterh and declareth the power and vir- 
ture thereof by faithzneverthelefs Inchantments 
may ipring from thence, to wit, when it is ued 
abulively ; and before, it cannot be called an In- 
chantment. l 
Butchac I may {peake more largely of vifions in 
| dreamssit 1s to be known,thar fome have been fo 
{piritually lifted up to God in a dream, that they 
{have feen his glory and the joy ofthe ele&, and

There is alfo another vifion belonging to 
dreams, which we may take from them that are 
dead; and do appear fpiricvally urito us ip 
dreams, although they have been dead fifty of 
an hundred years: this is very much co be caken|| 
icto confideration ; for many have undertaken!

L Nder the Earth do wander half-men, which 
pofiefs all temporal things, which: they 
want or are delighted with ; they are Vuigarly 
called Gomi, or Inhabicers of che Mouniains: 
but by their proper name,they are called Sylphes 
or Pigmies; They are nor Spirits, as others are, 
but are compared unto them, for ihe Similitude 
of their Arcs and Induftry, which are common to 
them with the Spirits : they have flefh ard blood 
as men, which no real Spirit hathzas Chrift {poke 
unto his Difciples, when he came amoneft them, 
when the doores were fhut, and they were af- 
fraid, faying, Feele me,and touch mey for a Spirit 
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bath not flee and blood nor bones, as 1 have: By 
this he himielf hath caught us, that a Spirit hath 
no tie body that can be touched s: nor'bones, 
nor flefh; nor blood; bur éxiteth. in ‘its own 
efferice of winde or Aire. But ofthis we have 
briefly fpoken enough ; Butto recurnto the 
éarthly Pigmies or halfe-men, we are:to know. 
that thefe are nor tobe reputed Spirits, but like 
tO Spitits ; but if they are or thall be called 
Spirits, they ought to becalled earthly Spirits; 
becaufe they have their Chaos and habitation un- 
der the earth, and nor in the winde and Aire, 
as thë other Spirits have, 

Many terrene earthly Spirits a are e fondle feen, 
and heard to bein fuch places , wherein great 
treafures, and mighty ktore of wealth and Riches 
are hid; and allo ‘under chofe Mountains, where 
chere is plenty of Gold and Silver ; with which 
things they are delighted, and do take the care 
and cultody thereot,and not willingly do they 
part from it. 

Such as digge Metals have the beft knowledge 
of chefe Spirits, for they are mof troubled with 
them;and do vexe them , and much“ perfeaite 
them: with blowes and ftipes: foiitimes alfo 
they doafford benefirs unto them, admonifhiag 
them,and warning them of death: as‘when they 
are heard cncetw vice,thtice or oftener to Knock 
and trike in the fame place, it fiznifies the death 
of him that diggech or laboureth in that place ; 
either he is buryed up by the fall of the Moun- 
rain, or dyeth by fome fuch occafion : this is cer- 
tainly experienced v4 pa that do digge in- 
Manes, i | PRs = Thefe 
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Thefé Spirits are wort, againft chofe who do 
not appear to be Devils , and chiefly again 
thole which they hare: bur berween thefe Spirits 
and the Devil, there is a great difference ; be- 
caufe he dyeth not , but thefe perifh after they 
have lived a long life, orherwile they might be 
called Spirits for this reafon:but that which hath 
flefh and blood , is obnoxious to death, and 
ouzht once co die. There is another thing which 
we fhall more largely declare from the com- 
mon proverb , whereby itis reported that the 
Devil aboundeth in Riches ; and pofleffech much 
wealth, money, gold,and filver; and to have all 
treafures hidden in the earch under his power, 
and to give out of them what he will, to them 
that make ahy Covenant withhim, And from 
hence that common faying tooke its beginning, 
that the Devil for this very caufe giveth not one- 
ly Riches plentifully, and every thing that he de- 
fireth, gold or filver co any one that prefcribeth 
him ‘elf unto him,® giveth up himfelf folely co be 
his,fo as to renounce and forget his Creator.But I 
fay that all thefe things are lyes and fained fables, 
without any foundation cr ground; which ought 
to be rejeSted of every difcreet and wife man:For 
the devil is the pooreft of all creatures, fo that 
there is no creature fo milerable & poore; above 
orunder the earth,or inall the other Elements, 
Neither hath he any money,nor Riches, nor any 
power over them;how then-can he give ro this or 
that perfon,that which he poffeffeth not ? Bur he 
is infinitely skilful and cunning inArts; and hath 
power to give andto reach them to thofe he 
EE z favora 
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favoreth, and that he can wreft away and delude 
with his deceit: he hath no money, neither gold 
nor filver can he give to any ones neither dorth’ 
he ever take or require any bonds or obligati- 
ons from men fealed with their blood, or any o- — 
ther compa& or Covenant, Buc there are other. 
Spirits which do {uch things, fuch as arethe Syl-_ 
phes, or Pygmiesywhich although they are perfons' 
that are little by nature, yer they can appear fo: 
men as they will, great,or little ; faire,deformed;: 
rich or poore : they are not defe&ive nor want- 
ine of knowledge in all kinde’of Arts thacare or 
can be found our in all the light of nature ;‘bue 
they have chem, and contain the knowledge of 
chem all within themfelves : they have enoneh 
of gold and filver, andthe mines of all Metals 
ander their power and cultody. In old times 
many of them have been found andiheard a- 
~monegltmen, bur now they ceafe; buc no man | 
hitherco hath known, or could give a reafon of 
their fevering and feparation,feeing they have al-_ 
wayes been efteemed to be Immortal creatures ; 
becaufe no man could certainly be able to know 
or finde our their death, or could confider any 
canfe of their abfence : neither could any man 
for along time be able to know whar they now 
are, or whence they proceeded, er whither they 
wander, or what gift or office they have. Many. 
do {uppofe that where they bring any benefits or 
good to men, thatthey are Angels, or good and 
familiar Spirics, fent to chofe men from God, 
and are afterwards by him taken from them, by 
reslon of the grearnefs of their fins : for often-

times they bringto men very many good offices 
and benefits, and do undertake and fuftaine 
many hard labours for them. 

Others beiieve that they will not be feen by 
us, becaufe that when a man feeth them, he cry- 
eth our; fo that they vanifh away, and will not 
appear any more. | . 

Many that do fee or hear thefe Spirits, fuppofe 
that they are the Spirits and {foules of men thac 
have cometo an evil death, fo thar they have ei- 
ther defperately drowned or hanged themfelves, 
or killed chemfelves fome other wayes ; and de- 
parting from God their Saviour, have given 
themfelyes to the devil: and for that caufe, do 
wander about,and are referved by the devil unto 
the day of the lalt Judgement. - v 

There have -been fome..who have fuppofed 
chat they are vaine Phantafies,and char they have 
fore-fhown and prefaged much good fortune 
to thofe places wherein they have been feen or 
heard ; which many times alfo hath fo happened 
and come to pafs: but forthe moft parr, faith ef- 
fecteth it ; for of their own nature, they do not 
bring any fortune, unlefs God compellech therm 
orour faith. And onthe contrary, they are noc 
able ro caufe any misfortune, unlefs it be by the 
permiffion of God. l 

And many do thinke that they are the Ta- 
chantments of the Magicians, ` 

There are others who having feen and heard 
themabour treafures, have judged that they are 
the Spirits of men,who have hid treafures in that 
place, and ought to remain these until che ie 
_ i af 
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Lat Judgement; or untill their -cuftody thereof 
is found ont ; and this- opinion they receive 
from the words of Chrif, where he faith, Where 
your trealure is, there wiil your hearts be allo. 
But I do noc fee any reafon why they fhouid un- 
derftand the heart for the Spirit , buc that there 


is much difference between them ; . wherefore I. 


fay chat all che Judgements which are fpoken of 
before, are but falfe opinions, when as thele are 
to be underftood tobe halfe-men, that bear rule 


and wander in che four Elements;and inthe firt — 


and priftine times of naturesthey have beentaken 
and worfhipped in fiead of God: Thefe are they 
ef whom God Almighty admonifhech us in that 
Commandment. of. the firt Table, faying , that 
we fhall not have anyother Gods but him , net- 
ther inthe waters ( where the Nymphs ate un- 
derftood ) nor under the Earth , (by which he 
meaneth Sy/phes or Pygmies) For: the Lord our 
God 1s a jealous God , and forfuch an offence 
punithech the fins of she Fachers nponthe Chil- 
dren unto che chird-and fourth generation, 
The Mountain: of rns in Iraly , was much 
poflefied wich thele Spirits: for Venus her felf was 
a Nymph, and thar Mountain was’ by a compari= 
fonas her Kingdome and Paradice: But the is 
dead, whereby her Kingdome ceafeth ro be: but 
where orin what place is there any Mention 
heard to be made of chem, as informer time, 
when Danbasferus, and many others entred in 
unto them? Neither did they: Invent thefe 
fables : they were of fuch a nature and conditi= 
on, that they loved all men chat loved chem ; 
an 
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and hated them thas hared them:wherefore they 
gave Arts and Riches in abundance, to them 
who preicribed and bound themfelves to them; 
and they know both our minds and thoughts, 
whereby it comes to pafs, that they are eafily 
moved by us to come tous, Ido not fay this, 
that I would give this Counfel to any one, but 
thacthe true ground and fonndation thereof 
might be known, andthetrue difference which. 
is berween the devil and thefe Semi- bomines. 
The devil hath nor any body, unlefs he take any 
thing to himfelf from the four Elements ; for he 
hath neither flefh nor blood : he remaineth per- 
petual, not fubje&t to any infirmities or afinite 
death ; wherefore he dieth not, butthe Pygmies 
do : neverthelefs they are both fubje& to a na- 
tural and everlatting death, and are both de- 
prived of everlafting life: wherefore whofcever 
giveth or fubfcriberh himfelf unto them, the fame 
event happenerh unto him as to them: Let every 
one therefore have a fpecial care unto himfelf, 
and confider well what he doth, before he fab- 
fcribeth himfelf; for he fuddenly doth that 
whereby he fhall alwayes be compelled to be 
obedient vnrothem, andto fulfill all their com- 
mands; And if he fhall chance to be difobedi- 
ent unto them, or anger them; they very much 
impaire,or totally deftroy and rake away his lifes 
there have been found many examples of this 
kinde, to wit, fometimes men have been found 
dead, their neckes turned about, or ocherwife 
miferably handled: where any fuch thing hath 
happened, it hath hitherto commonly been ee 
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thar the Devil hath done this for this canfe,either 
that che man hath not kept his promife and com- 
“pact with him, or that the time which he cove- 
nanted and {ub{cribed himfelf unto him for,is ex- 
 pired;and that now he receiveth his laft reward. 
But thefe opinions do not proceed from the 
fountaine of truth : forthe office of the Devil 
conraineth no fuch thing in his power, but ra- 
ther he {uggeftech unto men, evil thoughts and 
Cogitations, whereby he draweth chem away 1 
from obeying the will and commandments of 
God; by which means he maketh them to be the 
greareft finners , and to forget and deny God . 
their Creator: and afterwards dtaweth them 
into defpaire, fo that they cannot any more be ` 
able to pray unto God : wherefore the Elemen- 
tary Spirits are moft like unto the devil,and often- | 
times they are execurioners of the wrath and | 
vengeance of Ged; neverthelets they do often-_ 
times alfo admonifh and warne us, and do watch 
over us and defend us from many dangers, and 
fometimes do deliver fome from prifon, and af- 
ford co men many other helps. 
Wherefore fuch men as are burdened and o- 
verwhelmed with grief and forrowful Imagina- 
tions, are not to be left alone, but ought to be 
entertained with various and pleafanc dilcourle, | 
which may delicht their mindes, and expel cheir | 
forrow:The Devils likewife are in thefe cafes not | 
idle;but as bufie as thofe terrene Spirits,8¢ do eaf- 
ly cempt fuch kinde of men, From hence it comes 
ro pafs , that fome people, efpecially women in 
child-bed,have been fo oppreffed in the nishi in 
their | 
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their fleepe, that they have thought themfelves 
to beas ic were {trangled, neitner couid they 

offibly cry out, or call any helpe, bur in the 
Moching have reported that they were Ridden 
byahag: And they are fili accounted to be 
witches, or Inchamters that do this; whereas 
their bodies cannot poffibly enter into the 
chambers,where the dooresand Windowes are 
fhut ;but the Sy/phes and Nymp/ es eafily can, 

O thou of little faith! as doubtful as Peter, 
who fuffereft thy felf to be toffed with every 
winde, and art eafily drowned; chou thy felf art 
the caule hereof, by reafon of thy littie,dubions, 
and weake faith; alfo thy evil thoughts do draw 
thee unro this: Thou haft alfo in thy felfa fe- 
cret Magnes that arcracteth every like. This is 
the Celeftial Load-ftone above all others, which 
accracteth Iron and {teel,above the Quinteflence 
and farry Maenes,which maketh the dejected 
and hidden Iron to appear:for the Celeftial Mag- 
Nes is of fuch power and virtue, that from the 
diftance of a hundred thoufand miles, even from 
any place whatfoever, from the four Elements, 
he attractech che Iron to himfeli,when he paflech 
Into his own exaltation. Bve this we fhall 
make more largely to appear, intwo excellens 
examples following, / 
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Of the Imagination, and how the fame cometh into| 
it’s exaltation, p=

hath, and how the fame cometh to its hizht} 
and exalration, may be feen by an example taken} 
from experience in the time of peftilence,wheres|, 
in the Imagination poyfoneth more then any}; 
infected Aire ; and againft which,no Antidore,|, 
neither of Mithridate nor Treacle, nor any fuchj, 
prefervative,can exhibit any helpe; unlefs that] 
fuch-an Imagination do pa{s.away and be forgot- 
ren, nothing elfe will helpe. .So quick and {wift| 
aRuoner and Meffenger is the Imagination, 


moft {wiftly-paffeth from one City.and Country) 
into another ; fochac by the Imagination onely| 
of one perfon , the Peftilence may come into}; 
fome whole, City or Country, and kill many}, 
thoufands of men: as may be underltood by 
_thisexample, Purccafethere were two brethren 
dearly loving one another, and one of them lives 
in France and the other travels into Jta/y,who} 
is taken away by the Peftilence in the middle 
way, and newes fhould be brought to the bro- 
ther livingin France, chat his brother in Italy 
was dead of the Plagues at which he being af- 
frichted, it pierceth through his Skin , into his 
Imagination,fo that he cannot forget it 3 and it is 
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‘kindled in kim, and this fire doth fo long revere 
berate and worke, as it may be feen in the trys 
-alof Gold and Silver, which do fend forth their 
flowers {o long, until they fhine bright again ; 

which is not before they are perfectly cleare,and 

feparated from the other impure Metals: After 
the fame manner alfo che Imagination friketh 
backe, and worketh it {elf unto the highef de- 

gree, after there will bea relucency thereof, 
now it is received ina veffel in the man, as the 
{perme of a manis received in the Matrix of 
the woman, whereby the conception of the wo- 

man immediately follows.So doth the Peftilence 
oo from one to another, {o long till it fpread o- 
ver a whole City or Country : Iris good there- 
fore to keep far off; not becaute of any corrupt 
cr infested Aire, for it infects not the Aire, (as 
fome Ignorant people fay ) but that they may 
not fee or heare the operations of che Peftilence, 

which mfay infe& their mindes, Buc thofe peo- 

ple ro whom any fuch newes is reported as be- 

forefaid, ought norco be left alone, neither 

mutt they be fuffered to mule filencly with them- 
felves, whereby the Imagination may labour in 
their mindes ; but they are to be comforted, 
and the Imagination isto be expelled from their 
mindes , by exciting them to mirth and joy # 
Neither let any chink that I {peak this asa fable. 

as though it fhould feem to be a light bufineis ; 

neither is the remedy fo eafie for opprelt Ima- _ 

ginations; for rhe Imagination is as it were pitchs 

which eafily cleaveth and fticketh, and foone 

taketh fire, which being kindled,is not fo eafily 

F ertia 
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extinguilhed:: wherefore the onely remedy ‘to | 
refit the Peftilencein fuch men, is to quench 
and expel the force of the Imagination, This is 
one example wherein the power and operation 
of the Imagination is declared, with the exhala- ’ 
tions thereof -Mh ai 2 mA 

- But now- to {peake of another example,know, 
that the Imagination doth nor onely operate on 
men in time of Peftilence, and to deprive many 
of their -livés, buc-alfoin’ war : how many have 
perifhedin wat wich the feare of the fhor? the 
caule of whofe death hath been onely their Ima- 
gination whichthey have had unto their death: 
That isj they have been fo greatly overwhelmed 
wich feare, and fo terrified at every fhor, chat 
they: have thought no otherwife but thart they 
fhould be wounded with every dart: fuch men 
are far oftner-flaine then’thofe chat are bold, - 
who gocouragioufly and without feare again{t 
cheir eneniiées ; they fedre no fhot or wound, 
but have a firm faith and hope of Vi&tory be- 
yond the other Souldiers; fuch are tout and 
true Souldiers: how many Towers, Caftles, Ci- 
tyes and Countryes have fuch warred againft, 
and overcome and Vanquifhed the people there- 
of? But the other chat are fearful, whether they 
be great or little, Noble or Ignoble, Knights, 
Earls, or others, dofcarce defervea halfe-peny 
to goagainft an enemy, much lefs any wages, 
Wherefore it becometh him that defireth to be 
an old Souldier,or to gain Knight-hood or any 
honour in war, to fix and faften his minde and 
Imacination firmly upon fome moft ali 
r our 
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{tour Head and leader of an Army, fuch as Fuline 
Cafarsand many amoneft the Romans have been ; 
and by f» doing,if he know how to ule this Ima- 
ginaticn well, and be of a firm and conftane 
minde, and as he if would attain toand accom- 
plifh all che heroick noble acts of fucha mah; 
he fhall nor onely attain co be an old Souldier, 
bur fhall accomplith his defites in attaining to 
the like honours. 

This hath fuddenly happened to many ane 
have followed the procels of their Imagination, 
io that they have attained to great honour. and: 

Riches, 
= Object. = Bus fome may Object, that fortune; 
Strength and induftry hath helped them, and promo- 
sed {uch men ; alfo , that fome have worne herbs, 
rootes and ones, &c. by reafon of the virtue whère- 
fy they coisld not be overcome nor wornded. 

“Anji, I fay chat all thefe things are conforts 
and helpers wich the Imagination, which is che 
chiefe and general ruler over all others ; ‘al’ 
though I grant that there are many fuch things, 
which do preferve in the greateft neceffity a- 
gaint all enemies and their "Armes; fo that -he 
thar wears them,could not be wounded; where- 
of J fhall make no mention in this place,but res 
ferve it co another. Neverthelefs faith is the ex 
alration and confirmation of all thofe chings:for 
without faith thefe rhings and ‘alJ fuch like are 
vayne and void of R rength, l 
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Of treafure and Riches hid under the Earth, 


E hall declare fomthing concerning Trea- 

" " fures hid under the Earth ; and thew fome 
meanes whereby they are known and gotten. 
And alfo what things, fomtimes evil, and wone 
derful, do happen about them.. - 

The firk thing to be treated of, fhall be the 
fiones whereby they are known, that it may be 
certainly made manifeft, and not out of meere 
opinion onely. | 
_.Nore chat it cometh to pafs,where fuch places 
are,that there do appear many Phantafmes, and 
fomtimes immoderate frange noites are heard , 
wherewith they that go out in rhe night are 
(trucke with terror and feare ;. fo thar fomrimes 
they are caft into acold {weare, and their haire 
of their head {tands upright, which for the -moh 
part happens onthe Sabbath night, Alfo if any 
lights do appear and feem to fall abour thofe 
places, and there their light is extinenifhed and 
goeth out; and fomtimes there feeme to be 
great flafhes of wind in their honfe whofe the 
treafure is, and where ic is hid ; and there are 
feene many vifions and ftrange Phanrafies :. and 
many firange Rumors and noifes are there 
heard, Where fuch things happen, they are 
heard and do fhew themfelves moft commonly 
about the middletime of the night: And the 
caule of thefenoifes and fights are , commonly 

that 
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thar there is treafure hid, in or about that place, 
neither is there any other reafon thereof to be 
given, Neverthelefs many who have not uns 
derftood thefe things, have had many various 
Opinions hereof, l 

Some have thought that thefe Phantafies have 
been caufed by the devil, or by fome Inchant- 
ment ; or by fome in chat honfe who have fome 
worke or famliaricy with the Devil, or who have 
given or bound themfelves ro the devil, or have 
made fome promife unto him, whereby it comes 
co pafs that thar wicked and malignant accufer 
caufech thefe things to be feene and heard, thac 
they might expeat che expiration of their dayes, 
nent he doth fo much delre fhonld be ful- 

led, 

Others do believe, char fome have been fe- 
cretly died and buryed there ; others do thinke 
thar {fome wicked man hath died in that place, 
whofe Spirit hath been forced to wander there- 
abouts : and there haye been other various and 
fundry opinions, 

Burall thefe Judgements are vaine and fahe, 
except onely thofe who conclude that the oc- 
cafon of the noifes are, thar there is creafure 
hid abont thar place; orchac fometimes when 
the devil hath been driven out of fom body thar 
he hath poffefled , he hath been permitted to- 
{tay abour that place: bur where thote noifes are, 
icisagrear Teftimony that there is treafure hid 
there, 

There are two kinds of treafures hid;fome that 
may be found, and fome that cannot be gotten; 
F 3 the 
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the difference whereof is this: {uch is eafie to be 
found, which containerh the Metals of Gold and 
Glver, and are fuch kinde as we make, and have 
onely been uled and handled among men : that 
kinde of treafure is not eafie to be found, which 
is Goldand filver, that is made, coynedy and 
hid by the Nymphes and Sy/phes ; which kinde of 
Gold and filver doth fomtimes come ro be found 
and nied amoneft men, and is bythe Nymphes 
fuddenly again buryed inthe earth, and after- 
wards cannot eafily be found and gotten again,

vifions, Therefore thote that dig ought to dit- 
courfe,fing,and be cheereful, and not co be-af- 
frighted at any thing,but ro have a goed courage: 
And by no meanes fcever ler them keepe 
filence, as fome perfidious Negromancers have 
raughe, T i 
Now when they come neere co the place 
where the Trealure is,thar it is almoit derefted, 
and do heare many noifes; and ftrange vions 
and horible fights are feene, which oftentimes 
happens to be : It fheweth that the Pygmies and 
Sylphes are there, who do envy that men fhould 
have thofe treafures ; and will not willingly 
part from them, efpecially if it be their own, or 
{uch as they brought thither, Suchtreafures are 
to beleft,if the keepers thereof confent not. - 
And although they may be gorren and taken a- 
way as a Robbery from thofe keepers, yet 
thefe keepers have an Art whereby they can 
change thefe treafures,in this way gained,into 2 
vile and bafe matter, as into earth, clay,dung,and 
fuch-like things , ( as I have ‘feene by examples: $ 
wherefore when any fuch cranfmurations happen, 
we are not therefore to defpaire in our mindes, 
although we find norhing like eicher Gold or 
filver, neither would any one fuppofe any fuch 
thing to be there. We ought therefore co fly to 
the holy Scripture, which faith thus, God fhail 
judge the world by fire; and in che Pialmes thus, 
joy Geld 
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Gold and filver are tryed in che fire, and are | 
found pure and cleane : wherefore in any fuch- 
tran{murations, the fire ought to be the judge ; 
che proceeding in the tryal thereof, ought to be | 
after the fame manner , as the refining and fe- | 
parating of minerals and Metals; And by this” 
meanes,it will be forced of neceffity to return 
to the fame eflence which it had before. 
There is another ching remarkeable in thefe 
kindes of tranfmucations ; for fomtimes the dig- 
gers ate deluded, and there are found oftentimes | 
pots of earth, full of brafs,ridiculous things and » 
matter,as bones,egge-fhells,pieces of wood, and 
fuch things, which haverbeen buryed there many. 
years before. “And they that have found che 
fame , have fuppofed ic to be the true rreafure, 
Gold or Silver, and co-have been changed by the 
evil Spirits ; which is falfe. ` For treafure found 
fuddenly and unfought for, cannot be changed 
by the Spirits, bucremaineth in the fame iub- 
Rance which it had before. Therefore thefe 
things are not to be accounted a cranfmutation, 
but rather a vexation:for fomtime thefe vexers of 
men do bury fuch things, that chey which feeke 
after thetreafnre might labour in vaine: There- 
fore fuch things are not to be regarded, which 
are of no worth,and may eafily be known by the 
jighcnefs. of their weights But if: they be of a 
heavy and ponderous body, like co a Mineral or 
Mineral fand, there may an experiment chereof 
be made by fire.

The canfe whereof we may fuppofe co be 
this, Thofe Spirics which are the keepers of 
treafures , do belt know che mindes, thoughts, 
and cogitations of men : therefore becaufe 
they know, that men have not any thoughts or 
will to dig or feeke after any treafures in fuch 
a place, they give no diligence to keepe the 
{ame , neither do they fulpest ic; whereby it 
comes to pafs, that it iseafily taken from them, 
It happeneth to them, as it doth to thole men 
who iuddenly get fome prey from their enemies, 
they not thinking of them, whereby the are eafi- 
ly overcome , or {poiled by them, There are 
two caules chiefly why creafures are fo greedily 
fought after by men, The firt 1s che Coveron’- 
nefs of chem who thirft after riches; & the other, 

that thofeplaces where the treafures areymight be 
afterwards made habitable,fecure, fafe, and quiet 
from being infefted or molefted with ‘fuch Spi- 
rits- For there are at this day many ancient 
houles and Caftles which are inhabicable, by 
reafon of thefe kinde of Spirits: and the chiefe 
caufe thereof is, that there are grear treafures 
hid about thefe places. Inthofe places where 

fuch things happen,it is chiefly neceffary chat 

great care be taken in the digeing thereabout ; 

not fo much for the money and treafure, as chat 

the place may again be made quiet and habitable. 

When any one goeth abour this worke with 

diligent digging , one of thefe things common-

Seem to be very lircle and light things at the firt — 
light ; neverthelefs they are of very great Mo- ~ 
ment, and fignifie very many things, if they be 
confidered tightly and attentively : When 
therefore the Apoftle Peter doth {0 earneftly ad- 
monilh us, faying, Be ye feber and watch : for 
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jyour enemy the Devil goeth about as a raging 
Lion,feeking whom he may devouresAfterwagds 
| he concludech, that by faith we may be able to` 
refit che Devil ; therefore Peter would have us 
to underftand his firftword of Sobriety, fo, as 
if he fhould fay, Beware of all kinde of glut- 
tony and drunkennefs, s 

For drunkennefs is the fountain and original 
of all evils and vices, which are'atedand come 
pleated by drunkards through the perfwafions of 
the Devil: wherefore obferve a mean in meat 
and drinke, left your hearts be troubled and bur- 
dened therewith ; for the Devilis alway pre- 
fent, although invifible; he is a Spirit,and under- 
ftlandeth all Arts, and can be in what place he 
will,chroughont che Circuit of the whole earth: 
he is the author and Aétor of all evil and wick- 
ednefs which is done by men in the whole earth; 
he is as watchful over mankinde,as a Car is over a 
moufe : wherefore he feduceth you unawares, 
When you have filled your felves with wine ; and 
then fillech up all vices in yous he then compaf- 
feth you about with his {nares and bonds, as the 
hang - man doth-evil-doers and malefagtors, un- 
ull he hath killed them; fo alfo doth he with 
thofe that are drunke; befiegine chem with 
{nares and Temptations, untill heeirher hath

T Ow to come to {peake of che driving away | 
-A Nof evil Spirits 5it isto be known, thar very | 
few fince the times of ‘Chrift and his’ Apoftles! 
have tightly been driven away. For they knew) 
not how to ufe any other meanes but Ceremo- 
nyes and Conjurations, wherewith they en- 
deavored to expel the malignant Spirits and the- 
devil ; whereas this is altogether a falfe founda- 
tion, and by no meanes to be followed or imie 
tated. Although fometimes fome have been! 
delivered by this way, and the devil hath beet 
driven from them; neverthelefs it hath not 
been done,neither can it be done without lofs? 
Like as if a Prince would vanquifh fome Country | 
or City, with che Sword, this he could nor pof 
fibly do without fome apparent damage and lof 
to that place, A common proverb hereby com> 
eth to minde, which faith, That he'that cannot 
get good words from good men, fhall much lefs 
wrelt chem from evil men, although they be 
compelled by force:the more evil is co be feared, 
as by examples is too often feen to come to pafs, 
= Fherefore chat opinionated power is to be re- 
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finquifhed which is ufed in Ceremonies and 
Conjurations. But you ought to expell wicked 
Spirits as Chrift and his Apoftles did,and no o- 
ther way: But if you do otherwile, you under- 
take creat Labours againft the Devil: for certain- 
ly the Devil is forced thtough great difficulty to 
go out of men,and feekechall iniquities and wic- 
ked occafions to ftay,: and retain them in his 
power, But when hefeech thar he can no longer 
ftay,and remain in the poffefled,bur is forced to 
go out, chen he requireth power and licence to 
‘enter into fome other man, or beat, or into 
fome other place : which if he be permitted, 
there followech a gr eater lofs thereupon. 

Therefore thereisno other place to be per- 

i mitted or affigned unto, him, bur hell, . from 
whence he cometh,and which God hath ordain- 
ed for him,and caft him inro;chat it may not hap- 
en, as we have an example (as we faithfully be- 
ieve) when Chrift permitted the devil which he 
cat out of rhe man, coenter intothe herd of 
fwine, which no fooner had the devil ‘entred in- 
to them, buc they were drowned in the Sea. 
Therefore they are inno wile to be permitted to 
}encerintoany other men, left fuddenly after 
they deprive them of ‘their lives, as they did 
thefefwine: Neither are they to be permitted 
to gó into any Rivers, lakes, or ponds ; whick 
if ic fhould be done, they will drown many 
| men therein, and draw them into che deepe un- 
der thofe waters sand will deride them as a fool 
4 doth his mafter wich his fingers ; and therewith 
‘the devils are more delighted then a h 
oughg 
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ought they to have any power given them, or te 
their defires to go into any houte or Caftle ; fo 

they will perpetually.poffe(s it, and will fo reigne 
there, that no body will any more be able t 

dwell or inhabit in thar place, but they will ale 
way be inhabitable , as many both houfes and 
Caftles are in many Countries, which are left dee | 
folate for this very caufe ; many whereof I could , 
name in this place, butI pafs them by, to avoyd 
prolixity z let Satan therefore aske what he wall, 
where, or to what place he would go , eo 


elfe ought to be granted to him, then co return | 
into hell, which God ordained for him,and chrutt ; 
him into: from whence be came into the man, 
and into which he ought to enter when he goeth , 
out of the man, &c. 
Alfo if che devil {hall canfe che man to fpeake |

and pray; for Chrift faith , This kinde is onely 
to be caft ont by falling and prayer with faith. j 
Wherefore it is chiefly neceflary to induce | 
and force fuch as are thus poffelt, to prayer 3} 
though it be very difficult to be done,becaute the f, 
devil fo Rulech their congues , thar he bi 
chem 
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themnot co pray : Therefore there mutt bé 
prayers made before them; and if they will nog 
Pray with and after thofe that are praying , they 
muĝ be more fharply dealt withall; Thar is'to 
y, the pofleffed muft be falt bound both his 
ands and feece, and afterwards ler fome o- 
herman lie acrofs over them , and fhew him- 
elf to be very angry with them, and feverely 
ompel them to prayer: but he ought to pray be- 
Orethem, and to exhort them to pray after bim 
he fame words.

‘late inferiours to Superiours. We will therefore | 
inthis place briefly declare the original of all” 
Tempetis, 
The original of cempefts is certainly nothing 
elfe,but the appearance of Spirits ; and lightning 
or corrufcation preceding , is the prefence of 
them : whereby it may be certainly known,whe 
_ ther thofe tempefts will pafs away with og 
without danger; and that after this manner is to 
be underftood 5 to wit, as a ftranger will not en 
ter into any ones houfe,unlefs firft he fpeake, fi 
thefe Spirits do not appeare unto us without. 
{peaking firft.But their voice is thunder,which as 
we fee immediately follows every flafh of light- 
ning. Alio ifaftranger fhould faddenly fly into | 
the houfe of another, where he is not known 3 
it feems co fignifie no good,but evil rather; either 
he himfelf is profecuced by others,orelfe brings | 
fome damage to them. So likewife are we to | 
underftand of che lightning of heaven ; the more | 
quick it comes, the more dangerous it is,for coms | 
monly fome Thunder-bole followes. Ic is there- 
fore very neceflary to know how every one may” 
defend and fave himfelf herefrom,that he fall noe 
into 
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into {ome place chat he would not, or receive 
fome otherhurc: the Ringing of Bells do availe 
nothing in thefe cafes ; alchough I do nor reject 
them, efpecially in fuch cempefts as are caufed 
by Magicians inchantmencs, by reafon of che 
Spirits by chem raifed in the Aire, Forthe Spi- 
‘fits do love filence and quietnefs, whereby ir 
comes to país char great norfes, as rhe founds of 
“bells and Trumpets, do partly diminifh and dif- 
perle tempefts by them ftitrred up: But in 
Thunders and haile they do no good, as the 
Monks andSacrificers have to their lofs too often 
fonnd, And for thiscaufe they ufed ceremo- 
nies, wherewith they feduced the Vulgar and 
common people, perfwadineg them chat befprink- 
ling places wich holy water (as they call ic ) pre- 
ferved them fafe from Thunder and haile ; like- 
wife by burning holy candles, or fome palme, 
or other herb by them fanctified,or with the per- 
fume of Frankincenfe, or Myrrhe of thefe facrifi- 
cers chey were preferved fecure, | 
O thou fool, and unwile facrificer and Monk, 
who art hitherto Ignorant of thefe things; and 
underftandeft chem nor, in this place thou mayft 
be tanght che contrary show chat MalignantSpirirs 
are nct driven away with {weet perfumes , but 
are mightily delighted therwith, and do run more 
freely & fwiftly co chem,then to ftinking {mells ; 
whether they be good Spirits or evil. Bur if in 
ftead of Frankincenfe and Myrrhe,you had taught 
to have made a fumigation of e4fz Fetida, you 
might therewith drive away both good and evil 
Spirits : For che good odour of Pamala,

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and Myrrh is Baoe elfe but the factifice of the 
Spirits, wherewith we attra and draw them 
unto us, -Bur of: this we have fpoken enough. , 

Now to rerurn to thar which we intended t to 
write of,and firft,how any ‘place may be preferved 
from Thunder and haile : note therefore, that to- 
place a prefervative in the centre of a houfe, gar- 
den, orfield,&c. availeth notatall ; butat the. 
four. “Angles, Eaft, Wefty South, and North ; ; then: 
the place fhall be fecured: as a building fet upon | 
four Pillars ‘is more ftrong and firme then -that 
which is founded onely upon one , whichis fer 
in the middle of the centre, or fome other place : 
this is more eafily overthrown by the winde or | 
Spirits. Now the materials which belong to 
this prefervatiye, and of which thefe four pillars | 
are made,note that they confit of fimple bodies, | 
every one whereof is fuflicient,and hath firength 
and virtue in it felf for the effects before fpoken 
of: As Mugwort, St Jokn’s wort, Perewincle, 
Celandine,Rue, Devils bir, and many fuch herbs | 
and rocts, and efpecially if they be gathered and 
taken in the right infiuence, 

There are alfo other things of far greater | 
- fireneth and vertue’s as Coral, 1 ee ; and one | 
of the Chara&ters"before {poken of being drawn | 
inacertaintable, or ingraven: In thele three _ 
things is a grear fecret agin all Inchantments 
and workes of witches and the. Devil. himfelf, 
In which prefervatives we may truftin our great- 
eft neceffities, - 
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o f the great abafe of the Magicke Art A rss 
that afea it for Negromancy and Witch-eraft. 


‘He Magicke Arc in it felf, is the moft fecret 
l; and occult fcience of all “fapernatual things 
in the world: That thofe things which are im- 
pofible to be fearched out by “humane, reafons , 
by this Art, to wit, Magick, i it may be found out 
and known: wherefore i itis the mof occultand 
fecret wiledom; and reafoning againi it,is no- 
ing'elfe but extream folly. Te were therefore 
“very neceffary thar the Divines would fearn.to 
now fomething of this Art, and be experienced 
Macick what it is; andnot fo unworthily, 
ithout any ground at all, to call it Witchcraft. 
he Magical “fcience were very profitable for 
them to know, feeing they, will undertake to be 
the Mafters and teachers of the holy Scriptures, 
and perfwade themfelves to be fo: Not that I 
Would have themufe the Magical Arcor operate 
any thing by it ; but tobe expercthetein, and-to 
know che virtues and effeéts thereof, for the 
high and great myfterious fecrets which are hid- 
den in the! holy Scriptures, delivered by -the A- 
poftles, Prophets, and Chrift himfelf; and which 
we by our humane realon cannet underftand nor 
fearch our. 

What Divine that is Igroranc of Magicke

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can caft out the Devil, drive away or binde A 
Spirit, or that can call one unto him,and. com- | 
mand him to come ? or that which is far lefs.can |

perfidious men ; wherefore it hath nor unde-

are the moft nocent and hurtful, and the worlt e- 
‘memiesto mankinde, thar they have not worfe 
enemies in all the world, which profecure them 
with a more deadly hatred: from a prefent pub- 
| lique enemy, and corporal perfecuter , who en- 
deavoreth to invade us with rhe moft cruel wea- 
pons, Guns, or Darts ; we may beware of fuch 
a one, or take up Arms again{t him for our 
defence, with Brigandines or Darts, Cc. or elfe

making any impreffion or figne thereof upon 
their skin. 

: Oftensimes alfo it fo happeneth ro men, thar 
there atite Funortin tlteir heats: or eliewherelae 
bout their bodies, which are like Puthes ; or sky- 
colourfpots, that: appear fuddenly and vex men in, 
their bodies, asif they had been bearen with 

knotted Ropes s to whom any fuch oT ak, 
ap: 
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happeneth without any vifible blow or brife re 
be perceived ; he will nor judge any otherwife, 
bur that he is {mitten by thefe Images, 

It istoo often feen to fall our, that a man 
fometimes lofeth an Eye fuddenly, or is 
ftruck quite blind ; or deaf in one, or both Ears ; 
dumb, or fome imperfection in his fpeech ; croo- 
ked, lame, or dieth ; all which accidents are 
wrought by Witches , through the divine per- 
miffion: All which are Magical acceptions and 
torments, and are made and completed by the 
Ascendants, i 

In thefe Cafes the Phyfitians ought to take 
heed, and be advifed, that when they perceive 
fuch kinds of Difeafes robe fupernatural, chat 
then they do not judge them to be natural Dif- 
eafes, and fo think to Cure them with their com- 
mon Apothecaries Medicaments : For thereby 
they will reap nothing bur difgrace, which often 
happens to many of them : It 1s acrofs (fay they) 
or afflition by God laid upon them, which no 
Phyfitian can help. Oh you Quackfalvers, itis 
not as you think, bur indeed it is a chaftifemenc, 
by the permiflion of God, wrought by Witches 
and evilmen; wherefore the Phyfitian ought to 
confider theSigns, whereby he may know, and 
judge of the Difeafe ; and thereby may inform 
himfelf which way to effe% the Cure thereof : 
And Medicines are to be ufed,and applied there- 
Unto. Kh 

7 Inthe firk place it is neceffary chat he ask the 
Patient, How, and in what manner the Difeafe 
took him, or happened unto him; what i

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ithe original of theevil, Whether it were occa- 
fioned by any fall, blow, chrutt, bruife ; or if any 
other natural Caufe can be perceived ; or that 
there be anyFlux,or inward corruption of blood: 
bucif none ef thefe figns appear, then lec hima- 
gain demand of the Patient, Whether he hath a- 
ny body in {ufpition that is «mn enemy, or one not 
wifhing wellcohim, chat mightbea Witch? If 
he anfwer chat he hath fome miftruft of any fuch, 
then he fhall judge that it hath happened tohim 
as is above declared, Therefore it is moht necef- 
fary for the Phyfician to underftand rightly after 
what manner he is co deal with the Patient, if he 
defire ro be perfe& in this arr, But the Ancients 
have not written at all any thing concerning this 
kinde of Cure, neither Galex nor Avicenna, nor 
any ether; we fhal) therefore lay down the 
manner of the Cure in Order, which follows. 
They who are bewicched, cannot be Cured 
any better, than by hurting again che fame place 
affi&ed ; that ic, by making (through Faith and 
imagination ) fuch a like member as is hurt, or 
elfe a whole Image out of Wax, which he fhall 
either anoint or binde up with Plaifters , where 
the Tumors, Signs, or Spots be, is a prefent help 
for that perfon in whofe name it fhall be made; 
and the pain fhall ceafe,@c, But if he be fo be- 
witched, rhat he is in danger to lofean eye , his 
hearing; or be impedited in the Generative fa- 
_culty of his privy Members, in his Speech, or 
hath his Members made crooked or wreathed as 
wry ;then let there be made an Image of the 
whole body of Wax, with a firm Faith, upon 
à ' which 
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which Image eP the intent of yout imaginarion b 
be firmly fixed § and afterwards let Me. whole h 
Image be confumed with firein due order.Make 
no wonder that people bewitched are thus eafily { 
Cured: neither be like the Sophifters of the A- 
cademies, who {coff and deride at fuch things ; 


and fay, That they are impoflibiliries, and again 


God and Nature, becaufe they are not taught i in 
their Schools. 

Tt follows then, Gee they : are tme; “That'a 
Phyfitian ought not to ret only in char bare 
knowledge which their Schools teach, butto 
learn of old Women, Egyptians, and ‘fich-like 


perions ; for they have greater experience in fuch 


things; than ill Académians,. - © 

We come to fpeak alfo of the Dartings Jd 
Jaculations of all Witches, ‘as thé Inchanters and’ 
Witches do call chem 3 when they afli& any man, 
that they infert afhes, hairs, feathers, briftles of 
Hogs, fins of Fifhes, and fuch like things into 
the fost, or fome part of the body, without any 
epenisg of the skin. 


But how, or after what manner this is done, | 


we fhallnot here fpeak of; leftif ic be known'to 
fome, it may be by them made ufe of todo evils 
wherefore we fhall pafs it over, it being only ne- 
ceffary co write of che manner of the Cure; that 
the fame likewile may be effeéted without 
opening of the skin, and ftich griefs taken away, 
The way and ufe of the Ancients in fuch kinde, 
of Cures, is efpecially to be avoided; who ufed to 
lance’ e. the.part affe&ted with Razors, about thè 


centre thereof, and that very deep, where there 
| are 
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are no hairsynor any ching elfe to be found_: and 
by that way of proceeding, do affli& the Patients 
wich moft intolerable corments, as if they were 
sacked in the hands. of the hangman :. for by 
this kinde, of Remedy, very few are Cured, but 
many have thereby loft their lives: Wherefore 
this proceeding is quite to be left, and a better 
to be chofens whichis: Let fome quantity, che 
whole, or half, much or little, of the like injacu- 
lated matrer, which may be found and buried ei- 
ther in an Elder or Oak, 2nd. fixed with a wedge 
towards the Eaft; which being done,ihere needs 
ot any greater labor, for then. that which re- 
mains may be extracted from the body, andthe 
Cure will follow without ufing any other Reme- 
dy: But it will be otherwife, ifthe extra&ted 
matter be nor placed ina right place; wharfoever 
it be, ic caufeth hurt, and diminifheth nort the in- 
jaculaced matter, Wherefore ic were to be 
wilhed,that it might be extracted frem the body 
of man, without labor ct pain, without making 
‘any incifion, combuftion, or opening thereof: Ir 
istherefore efpecially to be noted, that the fame 
ought tobe done by the-vircue of the Magnes,

Much as is Oak-leaves, Celandine, Azoth, and

this is falfe: for whofoever they are that are theif 
enemies, do alfo give them theteby atyocéafion 
to nfe hatred and enmity towards them ; and 
from thae Spring at laft arifes the Perfecution, 
accordingto the manner, power, and propfieries 
of the enemies. But if we would refitt theni 
that they cannot hurt us,we muft do it by Faith ; 
for that confirms and ftrengthens all thines, rai-
